ORDNANCE NOTES. 
TESTS OF MAGAZINE GUNS. 


The Board on Magazine Guns bas issued a circular 
ama the rules and tests for guns submitted to 
them. 

The Frankford arsenal experimental cartridge is 
to be used, except with pieces of a different calibre. 

The bandling of guns by their representatives at 
any time after the preliminary test for eafety is for- 
mbidden. Any arm submitted must be left with the 
Board long enough to make drawings explanatory 
of its mechanism. If 1t becomes disabled or unser- 
viceable tests will be discontinued and the pro- 
prietor informed. If altered and resubmitted :t 
will be treated as a new gun. 

There is to be a preliminary test of the rounds 
fired by the exhibitor or with a lanyard for safety 
and rapidity. The regular tests are as follows: 


I. Rapidity with Accuracy.—Piece to be fired from the 
shoulder at target 6 feet by 2 feet, range 100 feet, under fol- 
lowing circumstances, cartridges disposed at will or in 
packets upou a table: a. Time uf firing and number of bits 
ior 20 shots: magazine to be loaded before beginning test 
and tben held in reserve until remainder of cartridges have 
been fired, using gun as single loader; then firing those in 
magazine. b. Number of sbots and bits firing for two 
minutes, using gun as single loader; test begun with 
chamber empty. c. Number of shots and hits firiog for two 
mioutes, using guo as Magazine arm only: test begun with 
magazine empty. Avy cartridge missing fire in this or other 
tests to be tried with a prick punch, or opened, to ascertain 
cause of tailure. 

Il. Ravidity at Will.—Same as Test I., except that the piece 
will be fired from the hip, without aim, at stop butt at short 
range; hits not considered, and time of firing for parts **b” 
and **c”’ reduced to one minute, 

Ill. Eodurance,—a. Each gun to be fired 500 continuous 
rounds without cleaving, using the magazine. Tae state of 
the breech mechanism to be examined at the end of every 
50 rounds. Db. With magazine loaded but held in reserve, 
euch gun to be tired asasingle loader 100 continuous rounds 
without cleaning; condition of breech mechanism and of 
the cartridges ia magazine tv be examined at conclusion of 


tiring. 

LV. Dust.—Witb the mechanism closed, the piece to be 
exposed in the box prepared for chat purpose toa blast of 
tine sand dust for two minutes, removed, surplus sand re- 
movea by blowing thereon and wiping with the bare hand 
avd then fired 20 rounds under the following conditions: a. 
Megazine empty when ex Betore firing joad maga- 
zioe, tire balance of cartridges as a single loader, then those 
in magazine. b. Magazine loaded when exposed. Remove 
and wipe cartridges, reload and fire as above. 

V. Defective Cay ridges.—Each gun to be fired once with 
each of the following aefective cartridges: 1. Cross-filed on 
head to nearly the thickness of the metal. 2. Cut at ioter- 
vals around the rim. 3. With a longitudinal cut the whole 
length of the cartridge, from the rim up. A fresh piece of 
»white paper, marked with the number of the gun, being 
laid over the breech to observe the escupe,of gas, if any 
occur, 

VI. Excessive Charges.—The piece to be fired five times 
asasinvie loader with cartridges in which the charge of 
powder is so increased as to produce a pressure in the chaw- 
ber about one-third greater than that caused by the Frank- 
ford Arsenal exocerimental cartridge. 

VIi. Ease of Manipulation.— Facility of manipulation by 
members of the Board. Any gun whose breech action or 
mugezice system tails in any ot the foregoing tests will nut 
be submitted to further tests. 

SUPPLEMENTARY TESTS.* 

I. Defective Cartridges and Dust.—a. As a single loader: 
To be tired with two defective cartridges, Nos, 1 and 2, and 
then to be dusted five minutes, the mechanism veing iu the 
mouth of the blow. pipe, and closed, but at full cock; then 
to be tired 5 shots, the last two detective Noa, land 2; then 
without cleaning to be dusted with the breech open and 
tired 5 sbots. The piece to be treed from dust only by 
pounding or wiving with the bare hand. b. Asa magazine 
arm: Same as “a” except that the cartridges tor the subse- 
quent triog will be placed in the magazine before dusting, 
and fired therefrom afterwards. 

If. Rust. The breech mechanism, receiver and magazine 
to be cleansed of grease,and the chamber of the barrel 
greused and plugged, and breech action closed; the butt of 
the gun to be then inserted to tne beight of the chamber in 
a solution of sal-ammoniac for 10 minutes, exposed for two 
days to the open air standing io a rack, and then fired 20 
rounds, loading magazine sod holding it in reserve until 
rewainder of cartridges bave been fired, using gun as ein- 
gie loader, then firing those in magazine, 

TIL. Explosions in Magazine.—Tbe hability to accidental 
explosion of cartridges in tubular magazioes will be tested 
by charging the magazine, aod then giving the gun a verti- 
cul jotting motion toc two minutes; repeating with the 
magazine but bait loaded, 

IV. Dismouniing and Assewbling.—The comparative ease 
and relative time required in dismounting and assembling 
the breech and magazine systems of the different guns will 
be determined, 

To further determine the comparative rapidity of 
fire and facility of manipulation of various arme, 
each gun will be fired 20 shota by three men to be 
selected by the Board, loading from the cartridge 
box and firing from the sholider, with aim at at 
“A’’ target 100 yards distant. The average of the 
3 trials to be the recorded time of tiring 20 rounds. 
Toe magazine to be loaded from the cartridge box 


*To be applied only to such arms as bave passed through 
the regular tests in a manner satisiactory to the Board, 
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before the start, the remainder of the cartridges te 
be fired away first, using the gun as a single loader, 
and the magazine to be emptied last. 

Such additional tests or repetition of previous 
ones as may seem advisable will be made by the 
Board in its discretion. 





Messrs. Hartley and Graham have for inspection 
at their establishment, Nos. 17 and 19 Maiden Lane, 
the pew model .303 calibre Lee magazine rifle, which 
has just been completed at the Remingtou Arms 
Co.’s shops at Ihon, which they represent in New 
York. The new mode! is on the lines of the cele- 
brated * Navy Lee,” the arm adopted by the U. 3. 
Navy, differing from itin calibre, the latter being 
45. The magazine bas a cepacity for eight cart- 
ridges. The expert designer at Liion bas chosen to 
do away with the cut-off, which separates the mag- 
azine from the receiver and prevents feeding from 
it when the order for single shot firing is given, in 
this respect departing from the practice in Kaoglaad 
and Continental Europe. where all the war offices 
have endossed the cut-off. It was a mooted ques- 
tion before the Repeating Arms Board of 1832 a: to 
the application of a cut-off for a magazine, toe in- 
ventor and his representatives as well as individual 
members of the board, strongly opposing it as aa 
unnecessary complication of the action. The ques- 
tion was not absolutely settied, though the seaoti- 
ment of the Ordnance Bureau favored the cut-off. 
The broader and extended experience of Europe 
has, it is well known, decided upon a cut-off. How- 
ever, itis not in the present instance a matter of 
essential importance. Thedesign of the Remington 
Arms Company has been to produce a well modelled, 
finely finished, practicable and effevtive military 
rifle; aud their success, in the opinion of experts, is 
most pronounced. The cut-off mechanism can, more- 
over, be adapted to the preseat model withonc diffi- 
culty or mechanical inconsistency. Lt is obvious 
that the Liion armory is determined to assure 
an arm as perfect in mechanical design and ex- 
ecution as the most expert supervision can sscure, 
Since 1882 a revolutiou has taken place all over the 
world in military armament, and the Lee type of 
magazine, recommended eight years ago by the 
United States Hoard, 1s now, in one form or another, 
the type endorsed by all European powers but 
France, which has adopted it for the armament of 
its cavalry, and is examining into the system for 
its army generally. We areinformed that the plant 
and special tools of the Remington Arms Company 
are now in process for the production of the re- 
duved calibre magazine rifle in large quaniities., 

A despatch from Newport says: “It has been 
learned that for several weeks several chemists have 
been engaged at the Torpedo Station in the manu- 
facture of a pew smokeless powder according toa 
formula conceived vy Prof. Charles B. Munroe, the 
regular chemist of tue station. Several experiments 
have already been made withit which indicate a 
superiority over other smokeless powders, and this 
in two particulars, absence of smoke and a high ex- 
plosive force.” 





The first 6 pounder rapid-fire gun built by the 
Driggs-Schrveder Co. for the Government has beep 
delivered at the Sandy Hook Proving Grounds, 
where it will shortly be tested by the Army ord- 
nance officials for comparison with a Hotchkiss gun 
of similar size. A preliminary trialof 4 rounds 
was wade by tbe contractors with entirely satisfac- 
tory results. This company is making good progress 
witn the guns they are building for tbe Navy De- 
partment, some of the deliveries baving already 
been made, and anumber of guns well advanced 
toward completion. 





The Betblehem [ron Wor«s were the only bidders 
for furnishing the Army Ordnance Bureau with 
four open-bearth steel plates for testing armor- 
piercing projectiles. 

The gun plant already in position at the factory, 
Washington, D. C., is to be augmented by the addi- 
tion of pot less than twelve gun lathes of the largest 
size es soon as the foundations sball bave been pre- 
pared for their reception. The principal porat of 
interest in the shop at the present time is the 12-inch 
B. L. R., which is in vrocess of construction, the 
central tube being in the lathe and wiil soon be pre- 
pared for the operation of assembling the various 
**juckets,”’ ** bands,”’ and other parts which in these 
days go to make the perfect “builtup" gun. The 
two8 inch B. L. R. intended for the San Francisco, 
having been completed, tested, and leturoed to tne 
factory for their tinisbing toucbes, will be shipped 
across the continent sporily, ia time for the cruise 
of that vessel Chiva-ward. 





The Ordnance Trial board at Sandy Hook has 
lately been conduciing tbe official test of the 12 10. 
cast iron, lined with steel, B. L. rifle, built by the 
Seuthn Boston tron Works upon plaos furnisbed by 
the O. D. Taisis the gun referred to week before 
last as the cast steel rifle. it is ove of the experi- 
mental guns authorized by the act of March 3, 1883, 
in accordance wilb toe recommendations of the Lo- 
gan Select Committee on Heavy Ordnance. Under 
this act three 12 in. cust iron guns were contracted 
for, one of all vast iron, anoinera cast iron body 
lined as far us the trunaions with a steel tube 
wrapped with wire, aud toe third acastiron body 
hooped and tubed with sieel. The first was com- 
pleted and tried in 1886, and at the end of the 187th 
rouud was pronounced uusafe, ‘he second is the 
one now being tested. it has been fired about 60 
rounds, and is atiliin serviceable condition, but as 
the Ordnance Department bas long since ta 
apy other than ali sieel guos very little interest is 
taken in the test, and were it not that the law re- 
quired it no further trial of the gua would proba- 
viy be made. The best record made by the gun 
thus far with the ful! charge of 265 Ibs. powder and 
800 ibs. shot was 1,700 ft. muzzie velocity, witb 30,000 
ibs. pressure. The iuil endurance test 18.500 rounds, 
bub it is doubtful if that number will ever be fired. 
Tbe test thus far has svown that -the gun lined with 
steel 18 superior in strength to the all cast iron gua. 
Future experiments wili be with the view to deter- 
wining (be relative werits of the guo with the steel 
tube, and the one steel hooped and tubed whieh has 
not yet been tried, :

He is oblivious 
to the bardships the men who make this petition are under- 
going. He sees in bis morning paper accounts of herotc res- 
cues, Ollicers of the Revenue Marine risking life to save life, 
He torgets the wreck of the City of Columbus and Rhoads's 
heroism. He seesthe statement of shipatter ship reached 
just in the nick of time, but the duty, the bardships, are 
wholly unappreciated by bim. Were the Senator from 
Obio to make an ocean voyage and be wrecked on the coast 
ot his own couutry oo returo he woulda Jearo of the joy ex- 
perienced by poor, shipwrecked people at the sight oi a rev- 
enue cutter plunging through the seasto reach them.

The McLane is doing cosstgnard 
duty along tbe Florida Xeefs,in and about Dry Tortugas. 
Key West and the west coast of Florida. She is continually 
cruising over these waters, By reason of ber light draught 
she is able to force herself through exceedingly shallow 
water. Many chanoneis not laid down on the coast charts are 
known to her officers.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE report of the commission appointed by the 
President in conformity with an act of Congress to 
select asite for a drydock in the Northwest was pre- 
sented to the two Houses of Congress Dec. 24. The 
site selected, as previously stated in the JOCRNAL, is 
at Point Turner, Port Orchard, Washington, the 
same site selected by the commussion of 1889 for a 
navy-yard. 

Tue Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has dis- 
agreed to the amendments made by the House to 
Senate bill No. 540 to amend the statutes relating to 
the paming, rating and command of vessels. bis 
was done at the suggestion of the Secretary of the 
Navy, who desires that the bill may go into the 
hands of a conferenve committee to amend the bill, 
80 that second rates may be commauded by captains 
or commanders, third rates by commanders or lieu- 
tenant commanders, and fourth rates by lieuten- 
aunts, thus giving junior officers an opportunity to 
Saeees, which the bill in its present shape denies 
them. 

Tue Monongahela, which is being repaired at 
Pottsmoutb, will be ready forsea ina few weeks. 
She is to be the flagship of the training squadron. 
Comdr. Sands will command ber. 


THE Navy Department has not thus far taken ony 
action in two case of the complaints against Capt. R‘ 
L. Meade, U.S. M. U., by Comdr. Hoff, of the Dale. 
Capt. Meade 1s not disposed to be put in the position 
of speaking hastily, and his friends say that he is 
quite ready at the prcper time to justify all be has 
said. in justice to Comdr. Hoff it should be stated 
tbat our information did not come from him, but 
was simply the echo of the report current through - 
out the Navy that he is urging this matter upon the 
attention of the Department. 


Tue U. 8. 8S. Mohican, now at Honolulu, will 
probably remain tbere for several months to come, 
making occasional trips to Hilo and Lahaina. The 
duty of “looking ovt for American interests’, 
among the islands of the Hawaiian group 1s about 
the pleasantest which falis to the lot of a naval 
ship, and assignment for that service is much sought 
after. 


{t is not probable that the Charleston will return 
to Hawaii on the completion of the repairs now 
being made at the Mare island Navy-yard, for it is 
believed to be the intention of Secretary Tracy to 
send this fine ship on a cruise along the coasts of 
Peru and Caili. Considerably more than a year bas 
elapsed since the Stars and Stripes have been dis- 
played by a man-of-war in any of the South Ameri- 
can ports,and in view of the important interests 
in the hands of Americans in that part of the world 
it is eminently proper that the Charleston should be 
detailed for that duty. 
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Orpers have been issued, it is understood, from 
the Secretary of the Navy, for the Omaha, flagship 
of the Asiatic Station, to beat San Francisco not 
later tha@ April 1 for the repairs made necessary by 
the nearly double cruise the ship has had, and for 
the purpose of enabling the rear admuiral—Bel- 
kpap—commanding that station to be relieved by 
the time his tour of two years’ duty is completed. 
Although no certainty exists as to the name of his 
successor, it issaid by the knowing ones that the 
~~ commandant of the Mare Ilsiand Navy-yard 

likely to be the chosen one. 


JANUARY 24 is the date fixed by the Navy Depart- 
ment for putting the Marion, now at the Mare 
Island Navy-yard in commission. The detail of her 
offivers is not being prepared. Lieut.-Comdr. Bart- 
lett, who will command ber, will leave for the Paci- 
fic coast within the next few days. Instructions 
have been sent to the recruiting rendezvous at Mare 
Island to bave meu especially enlisted for her, in- 
cluding about 20 apprentice boys. It is thought 
that about balt her complement can be made up 
from men already in service at Mare Island and the 
other half by new enlistments, so that there may be 
no occasion after all for sending men across the con- 
tinent especially for this vessel. 


It is understood that Secretary Tracy is prepar- 
ing a letter to be addressed to Lieut.-Comdr. Reiter 
in which be disapproves of that officer’s course in 
the Barrundia affair, and clearly defines the limits 
of the respective responsibility of diplomatic offi- 
cers and naval officers in similar cases, holding that 
naval offivers are not relieved of all responsjbility 
by the presence of a miniater, and that this officer 
will be blamed for not acting without waiting for 
instructions. He had telegraphed to the Minister 
for instructions, but in the meantime nearly a day 
bad passed,in which time the commander might 
have taken some action for the protectian of Gen. 
Sarrundia.

The probabilities 
are in its favor. 

An officer of the Squadron of Evolution is authority 
for the statement that the decision has already been 
reached, and that the programme is for Admiral 
Gherardi to assume command of the New York 
yard in April next. Meantime Admiral Walker will 
cruise in the Guif and Admiral Gherardi among the 
West Indies and in the Carribean Sea. At Key West 
tbe Yorktown and Dolphin will be detached to visit 
Galveston, and the Chicago and Atlanta will go to 
New Orleans. Then the +quadron will concentrate 
for Evolutions at Pensacola, being joined there by 
the Boston, [n April Admiral Walker will come 
porth and assume command of the North Atlantic 
Station. If none of his vessels are detached be will 
bave the Jargest squadron since the Cuban war of 
1874, and composed of a superior class of vessels. In 
May they will cruise aloug shore from New York to 
Halifax, returning in Juoe for manceuvers in the 
vicinity of Newport and Gardiner’s Bay. [t is ex- 
pected that the Chicago will continue to be the flag- 
ship, with Capt. Robeson in command, at least 
until spring, when he is likely to be succeeded by 
either Capt. J. E. Miller or Oapt. A. T. Mahan. The 
relief of Capt. O’Kane of the Boston, has been de+ 
cided upon, but not yet anne 1\2ed,

* Of course, if one hunts for it he may find lurking 
signs of disorder and menace in dark corner:, but 
out in the upen, where the big powers live, under 
the lime light of diplomatic and journalistic scru-

In reference to the suggestion made by one of our 
correspondents last week, that the War Department

work, which has grown to considerable magnitude 
since the passage of the promotion law. This work 
is now well in hand so that it will probably not be 
long before all those concerned will have officia) 
notification of the result of their examinations. 
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THE INDIAN SITUATION. 


WHILE Gen. Miles is busied with the Indi an hos- 
tiles the North American Review, in its. January 
number, presents bis views upon ‘'The Fature of 
fhe Indian Question.” They will attract the atten- 
tion of the country and satizfy all that the General 
had sound reasons for his early belief in the Indiau 
outbreak. In opening his article Gen. Miles ex- 
presses a regret, which all the Army will share 
with him, that our people are so ignorant of their 
own country and its necessities. We have had no 
less than nine Indian wars within the past 16 years, 
and a few years of quiet are no guarantee of peace. 
There is, Geu. Miles believes, every indication of a 
wide spread conspiracy among the Indian tribes, 
some of whom have been hostile to each other. 

Many of the Indians, whose names are connected 
with previous outbreaks, are now in a coudition of 
threatened hostility. They are hungry and feel 
that they have been wronged, their condition 
is again as threatening as at any time. The system 
of supplying them is defective, and their stock was, 
much of it, killed by the cold winter of 1887, and 
the crops upon the plains country have, during the 
last two years, been a failure. 

Still the Indians are in a better condition for war 
than ever before. The buffalo have disappeared, it 
is true, but the plains are now covered with the 
herds of the cattlemen, while the sparse population 
seattered over the area where they can roam, in- 
vites aggiession. If they go hungry in peace, they 
will have plenty for war. 

These ideas, so ably presented by General Miles, 
show that he reasoned logically in taking the pre 
caution he did in view of the immediate condi- 
tion of excitement among the Indians, shown by 
their devotion to this Messiah craze. 

We have been in hopes that the precautions taken 
might result in limiting the area of an outbreak, 
but the present indications are certainly most un- 
favorable. We have been further disposed to lay 
stress upon the efforts to secure peace that it might 
be made perfectly clear hereafter that n» charge of 
seeking or provoking kostilities could be brougbt 
against the army. To one who knows the facts 
such a charge is absurd. As General Miles very 
forcibly says: ‘*Congress has fixed the limit of the 
enlisted men in the aimy, the number of em- 
ployees, the number of horses and the number of 
mules, and the limit is what might be required iu 
time of peace rather than what 1s actually required 
in serious warfare. Congress, however; has not 
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limited Indian wars. This necessarily causes much 
embarrasement to the United States troops; yet it 
has been the experience of the army of the United 
States to cope with the large number of the savage 
tribes, experiencing all the dangers and hard- 
ships of a war in which no quarter is expected, and 
every Officer and soldier who enters an Indian cam- 
paign realizes that, unless he achieves stevcess, 
naught awaits him but torture or death. No one 
who has not experienced it can. comprehend or ap- 
preciate the fortitude, hardsbips and sacrifices dis- 
played and endured by our Army in its years of 
experience in Indian warfare; frequently in the 
wildest and most rugged sections of country, amid 
canyons, mountains and lava-beds, under the trop- 
ical heats of the south or in the Arctic blizzards of 
the eXtreme north; yet year after year it discharges 
whatever service is required of it with most com- 
mendable fidelity.” 

Our heart goes out with the warmest sympathy 
ioward those of our Army—mapy of them our 
personal friends and asscciates—upon whom this 
heavy and thankless burden of an Indian war 
is once more laid. We know that these gallant 
men, if no other reward comes to them, will 
at least have that which always follows the 
manly and uncomplaining discharge of duty. 
We are glad to see that Mr. T. C. Craw- 
ford in his letter from Washington to the N. Y, 
Tribune does just honor to those officers on duty 
there and elsewhere, who have so promptly given 
up pleasant details, and much coveied leaves of 
absence, that they may promptly join their regi- 
ments in the field, as Mr. Crawford says: ‘It is a 
pleasant thing to know that the West Point school 
has Dever yet developed any cowards. The unsel 
fisbness which the cfficers on special detail through- 
out the country have shown in asking the Secretary 
for a detail to the Indian country is admirable.” 

The officers of our Army and Navy may in time 
of peace expend some of their surplus mental! and 
pbysical energy in ways not altogether satisfactory 
to a rigid public sentiment, but when the star of 
duty points the way they follow it to the death, 
We wish the country could be made to understand 
the unnecessary buiden it lays upon them, rather 
through ignorance than malice; how Leavy is the 
sacrifice demanded to-day, not only of brave men, 
but of tender women, whose hearts stand still with 
dread when they read the reports from the Indian 
country, over which the ordinary civilian reader 
passes so hastily, while he turns to catch the 
latest news from Wall street, or to inquire as to the 
state of Mr. Parnell’s eyes. God save you wives 
and mothers and daughters of the Army, and spare 
you in this new year from that sorrow which wrings 
the heart with the anguish of sacrifice, not only 
costly but needless, 








THE INDIAN SCOUTS. 

HARPER'’s WEEKLY for Dec. 27 publishes some 
interesting pictures by Frank Remington of the 
Cheyenne and Crow scouts, uoder Lieutenants 
E. W. Casey, 22d Inof., and S. C. Kovertson, 1at 
Cay. This excellent body of auxiliaries have not 
received the attention their services deserve. They 
are pot only model organ.zations, but are peculiarly 
fitted for the work they have in hand, Each of 
these troops number 60. Their organization and 
equipment is the same as that of a cavalry troor, 
excepting sabres. They have been organized for 
only six or seven months, but their drill and dis- 
cipline is already of the best. The scouts are 
docile, quick, interested in their work and models 
of light irregular cavalry. It is asserted con- 
tidently that no Cossack command could in effi- 
cleney compare with these American Indians thus 
organized and disciplined and handled. As 
couriers aud scouts during the past summer, some 
of the rides they have made are almost beyond 
belief. When the despatch came ordering out troops 
from Fort Custer, Lieut. Robertson was directed to 
send out scouts to bring in teams and hunting 
parties. The Indian sent after the former rode 26 
miles to the Government sawmill over a rough hi] 
road in two hours, The two sent after hunting 
parties rode to the Big Horn Mountains, 120 miles 
in 24 hours, both parties accomplishing their mis- 
sion successfully This is only one illustration of 
their capacity in this line. They are always ready 





and cheerfal in performing arduous and rapid 
work. 

These two troops are equipped with the new In- 
dian scout uniform. ‘They have been carried 
through all of troop and skirmish drill and are as 
punctilious in their bearing, saluting, etc., in gar- 
rison, as the white soldier. In dress they are con- 
spicuously neat. Lieut. Casey is now with his 
Cheyennes on Powder River, and Lieut. Robinson, 
with the Crows, operates in the country farther to 
the south. Each troop has light wagons for grain 
and a traio of pack horses. Pony herds, with from 
one to two extra mounts per scout, ate driven along, 
‘and the capacity of these scouts would, it is safe to 
say, with so many extra ponies and packs, be 100 
miles a day for several consecutive days in pressing 
emergency. They know the country like its own 
jack rabbits, are self-reliant, inured to every hard- 
ship, and their adyanteges over the white soldier as 
horsemen, trailers, and in all other respects con- 
stituting perfect scouts, need not be mentioned. 
The officers in command of these scouts have 
trained a certain number of them in each troop as 
non-coms., packers and trump2ters ; they run 
their details as in regular troops, and observe all 
the essential forms of discipline on the march: as in 
garrison. It can be readily understood, however, 
that with so many fresh mounts parties can be 
launche| from their columns so as to keep the 
country on their flanks and in froat thoroughly 
scoured and explored a day or two’s march away. 

The system of drill used by these officers isa 
simplification of the cavalry tactics and operated 
by either sigus or the voice. Their uniform is 
essentially becoming and soldierly. Lieutenant 
Robertson retains the moccasin and leggins for hia 
Crows, while Lieutenant Casey adopts the boot for 
the Cheyennes. Witha plentifal supply of god 
ponies, it can readily be judged how valuable these 
splendid Incian horsemen, led by vigorous, ener- 
getic officers, are bound to become to our little 
Army of the West in just such work as they are 
called on to do at present. Whby can we not have 
more of them? The very best use we can put the 
Indian to is to transform him into a soldier. It is 
cheaper than the present system of Indian agencies 
have proven to be. 








Caprain A. T. Manan, U. 8. N., thinks he sees 
indications of a change in the policy of the Ameri- 
can people which will lead them to widen the scope 
of their thought and interest, 30 as to bring them- 
selves in closer relations to foreign affairz. To bim 
even the recent extreme tariff legislation isa sign 
of thecoming day. This idea he presents ina tlLough « 
ful article appearing in the December numtkr 
of the Atlantic Monthly. The impending change of 
policy will necessarily bring us into antagonism 
with the European States now reaching out in all 
directions to obtain a firmer hoid upon colonial 
possessions. This suggests contingencies calling for 
u wise development of our warlike resources, 
especially upon the sea. We are entering upona 
policy that inevitably reyuires this and yet we are 
not makiog due preparation foritsadoption. Mili- 
tarily speaking, the piercing of the Isthmus is 
nothing buta disaster to the United States in the 
present state of her military and naval preparaticn, 
It is especially dangerous to the Pavitic coast. We 
have not the navy, and, what is worse, we are not 
willing to have the navy, that will weigb seriou-ly 
in any dispute with those nations whose interests 
will there vonflict with ourown. We have not, and 
we are not anxious to provide, the defence of the 
seaboard which will leave the Navy free for its work 
at sea. It should be our fixed national policy to 
permit no European State henceforth to acquire a 
coaling station within three thousand miles of San 
Franciscc, and we should be io a position to enforce 
this policy. The weakness of Captain Maban’s 
argument is his inubility to show how it is possible 
to secure a fixed policy under our system of quar- 
tennial overturnings. But his views are unques- 
tionably wise and statesmanlike, and we hope that 
they will receive the attention their importance de- 
serves. Germane to the subject discusse.) by Capt. 
Mahan is the article in the December Forum by 
Commander F. M. Barber, on “Armor for War 
Ships.” The contributions of Army and Navy offi- 
cers to current literature are now so frequent and 
valuable that we find it difficult to give the atten. 
tion due to their importance and interest. Still they 
serve their purposes, not only by enlightening the 
people upon subjects of great public concern, but 
by increasing the popular reepect for the Services. 
Whatever brings them to attention in a creditable 
way strengthens their hold upop public approval. 


Mr. R. B. Davexporr, President of the Morning 
News Company, New Haver, Conn, writes us that 
it is his purpose to absolutely refute the statements 
reflecting upon his conduct during thé campaign 
with General Crook against the [ndiacs in 1876.

1, Dodge says: *‘ 1 know nothing whatever af your 
physical courage or lack of it, but Ido know that 
on several cccasions [ reprimanded you severely 
aod finally threatened to send you away from the 
command for thrusting jourseif (in your eagerness 
to see everythiug first), far in advance of my ad- 
vance guard, comtantiy incurring great risk.”’ 
Similar statemeots ure made by Mr jor-Gen. Terry, 
Mejor Wm. Hawley, Lieut.-Col. Andrew 8. Burt, 
Capt. Chas. Mortor, Mejor Guy V. Henry, Majcr 
Henry E. Noyes, Vol. R. P. Hughes, L. G., formerly 
A. D. C. to Gen. Terry; Lieut.-Col. Andrew W. 
Evans, and Capt. fredk. Schwatka, late of the 
Army; “Capt. Jack,” J. W. Crawford, the lion. 
John F, Finerty, Sergt. Robt. Fiiut, and Private 
B. F. Cullen. These letters bear strong testimony 
to the conduct of Mr. Davenport on the occasion 
tefei red to, and would indicate that there is a mii« 
understanding which may possibly be corrected. Iu 
his Jetter Fredk. Schwatka says: *‘ There was such a 
bandful of white men in the Slim Buttes fight pitted 
against the villages of Roman Nose and American 
Horse that no one on our side could have acted with 
ordinary or even assumplive cowardice without 
baving it known to ali; and that P. D.QY.

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RECENT DEATHF. 

TuRNING back to the pages of the JourNnAL of 
July 15, 1876, we find a graphic report of the services 
of the forces operating against Sitting Bull’s band 
of hostile Sioux and of the particular operations 
which resulted in the massacre, June 25, 1876, of the 
gallant General George A. Custer and many of the 
beroic officers and troopers of the 7th U. 8. Cavalry. 
In the report of those participating in that disas- 
trous campaign, we note the names of Captain 
Myles Moylan, Troop A, and of 2d Lieutenant Geo. 
D. Wallace, of Troop G. The names of those two 
are now brought forcibly and painfully before the 
nation from the fact that the former was wounded 
with others and the latter killed iu the recent en- 
gagemeot with the [ndians near Pine Ridge Ageficy. 
Of him a Herald correspondent writes: “ Captain 
Wallace is truthfully described as one of the most 
popular men in the Service. He was a gallant offi- 
cerand a thorough gentleman. He entered West 
Point in 1868, graduating with bonors in 1872, and 
was only a few months over 41 years of age. Eight 
years ago he was married to Carrie M. Otis, 
daughter of the late George L. Otis, of St. Paul, 
Mion. Captuin Wallace displayed bis matvhless 
heroism to splendid advantage at the battle of Little 


Big Horu. When Keno was driven to cover Wal- 
lace’s adjutant fell from bis borse mortally 
wounded. Wallace threw bimself from his horse 


under a territic fire from the savages, seiz2d the 
wounded wan, vaulted into his saddle and bore the 
officer towards the rear. The officer knew that he 
was dying, and told Wallace to drop him and save 
himself. Wallace carried the officer over a mile, 
forded two streams and was pearing «a place of 
safety when the savages got so close that he was 
forced to abandon the officer in the bush, dismount- 
ing for that purpose and remouuting after he had 
hidden him away. He was under a hot fireall the 
time and showed unlimited pluck.” Captain Wal- 
lace was a son of Lieut.-Colonel Geo. W. Wallace, 
U.s8. A., who died Oct, 12, 18°88, and his widowed 
mother lives at Short Hills, N. J. He leaves a wife 
and, we believe, children. Itis a costly sacrifice to 
pay with such lives for our blundering management 
of Indian affairs. 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM MILLS, 2d U. 8. Lof., a veteran 
of long service, dropped dead of heart disease in 
Omaha Dec. 30, 1890. The deceased officer was born 
in Micbigan Sept. 19, 1836; enlisted in 1858, in the 5th 
U.S. lutantry; was appointed acting 2d lieutenant 
in the regiment in 1862, and Feb. 19, 1863, was ap- 
pointed 2d lieutenant of the 16th lutautry, and ip 
1866 be attained a captaincy. Lo 1869 he was trans- 
ferred to the 2d Infantry. He rendered gallant 
service during the war aod received the brevet of 

“captain for bis gallantry during the Atlanta cam- 
paign and io the battle of Jonesbore, At the time 
of his death he was the senior captain of hig regi- 
ment. 


FRANKLIN CHASE, who died, Dec. 27, at Brooklyn, 
went, Whew still tu o18 Legos, tu the Unitea states of 
Colombia and became an officer 10 the Colombian 
Navy. After rising to the rank of captaio he re- 
signed aud weut to Tampico, Mexico, and was ap- 
pomted consular agent tuere, and afterward vive 
consul, consul, and consul-general. When the 
Mexican War vroke out all the property of Ameri- 
cabs was confiscated, but Mrs. Chase wanaged to 
acquaint Comwdo. Cunner, U.S. N., with the tacts 
abvut when avu bow to attack the town, and the 
place Was captured without @ struggle. It was es- 
timated that Mrs. Chase’s prowpt action saved our 
Gevernment $1,000,000, and Mrs. Chase was con- 
gratulated by ine President. The principal fort in 
tbe town, Fort Aub, Was 80 Damed in ber honor.

THe funeral of Frederick Pearson, late com- 
mander. [’. 8. N., who died, Dec. 23, of heart disease, 
took place, Dec. 26, from his late residence, 3 West 
57th St.. New Yors« Wity, and. was attended by 
a— old friends aud acquaintances. The deceased 
gentieman resigned from the Navy Oct, 1, 1885, 
after pearly a quarter of a century's excellent ser- 
vice. The death of this gallant gentleman recalls 
his bravery at an attack on the Japanese forts in the 
Straits of Shimonoséki in 1864. For this, on the 
recommendation of the British admiral present with 
a fleet on the occasion, be was created an Hono 
Companion of the Order of the Bath, but was not 
permitted to accept the decoration. In convection 
with this the following incident is related: “‘ In 1867 
Pearson, then a lieutenant commander, was on dut 
aboard the frigate Franklin, Admiral Farragut’s 
flagship, during ber celebrated cruise in European 
waters. lying off Portsmouth, England, we were 
visited by the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Edin- 
burgb, and the Duke of Cambridge. As usual in 
such visits the ship was decked out with flags in- 
bumerable, royal salutes were fired by the Franklin 
and by agreat number of other vessels in the bar- 
bor, and the Queen’s aons and uncle were received 
witb all possible imposing ceremonies. The officers 
of the Franklin were drawn up in two lines op the 
quarter deck aod the brave eld Admiral met them 
as they came over the side and escorted them to bis 
cabin. After a time they reappeared on the quarter 
deck, and the Duke of Cambridge said: ‘ Admiral, | 
understand that you haveon board an officer to 
whom the British Navy is much indebted for aid 
cord given in actiop. His uame is Pearson, and 

should like to see him.’ The Admiral thereupon 
sent for Lieutenant-Commander Pearson and pre- 
sented bim to the Duke.”’ 4

THE “GREAT WESTERN.” 
AN ALMOST FORGOTTEN AEROINE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


How mapy are living of the officers who served 
in the Mexican War whoremember Mrs. Burdett, 
alias the “Great Western,”’ an almost forgotten 
heroine? She is entitled toa niche in our military 
annals. Some ope who knows more of ber than the 
writer should tell ber story to the present genera- 
tion of Army officers. Her husband was an artil- 
lery soldier on tue Rio Grande line in 1846, and she 
accowpanied the Army of occupation from Corpus 
Christi to Buena Vista. In appearance she was a 
good-looking amazon. When ber husband was 
killed, but Ido not remember when nor where, the 
officers of the regimeut fitted her out with a small 
cart and a mule, and, thus equipped, she continued 
with the Army. When Tayior reached Saltillo she 
opened a house of entertainment, and remained 
there, { believe, to the end of the war. She was 
noted for her kindness to the sick and wounded. 
No danger deterred her, and, wherever sbe went, 
there she made joy and giadness. When Capt. Lin- 
coln was killed at Buena Vista she took his body to 
her home and prepared it for the grave. Lt is said 
tbat at one time she bad in ber bouse the dead 
bodies of twenty American officers. She had a 
strong attachment for Gen. Tay/or and other dis- 
tinguished officers of that war. She was known to 
drive fifty miles to see *‘ Rough and Ready,” who 
was always glad to meet ber, and treated ber with 
consideration. Sometimes she was sent down to 
Monterey with important despatches, and was 
always prompt and faithful. it was told of her, 
that on the bloody day of Buena Vista, some of the 
cowardly runaways from the battle came to her 
house and told her all was lost. She replied that 
Gen. Taylor and the Americans could never be 
beaten, and ordered the skulkers from ber home, 
saying to them such cowardly rascals could find no 
quarters under her roof. 

We hope some one will write a fuller account of 
the “Great Western,’ and give to the world the 
good deeds of this patriotic woman. The Revolu- 
tion had its ** Molly Pitcher,” and the War of the 
Rebellion its “Loyal Girl of Winchester.” Why 
not rescue from obiivion the heroineof the Mexi- 
can War? D.

Captain Wallace and five soldiers killed, Lieutenant Car- 
jington and fifteen men wounded, The Indiana are being 
hunted up in all directions. None known to have gotten their 
ponies. Genera! Brooke also reports that many of the 
oung warriors that were going out from the camp in the 
ad Lands to the Agency have gone ‘oward Forsyth. All 
troops have been notified. Colonel Forsyth bad two bat- 
talions 7th Cavairy and Hotchkiss guns. Other troops ia 
close proximity.

Whitside bad four troops of cavalry, and held the Indians 
till Forsyth reached bim with four more troons last night.

General Schofield, Friday afternoon, Dec. 30, re- 
ceived this despatch from General Miles: 


Hermosa, 8S. D., Dec. 30, 1890.—General Brooks 
telegraphs as follows: “Col. Forsyth says 62 dead 
Indian men were counted or the plain where the 
attempt was made to disarm Big Foot's band, and 
where the fight began. On other parts of the 
ground there were 18 more. These do not include 
thore killed in ravines where dead warriors were 
seen, but not counted. Six were brought in badly 
wounded and six others were with a party of 23 
men and women which Captain Jackson bad to 
abandon when attacked by about 150 Brulé Indians 
from the agents. This acvounts for 92 men killed 
and leaves but few alive and unhurt. The women 
and children broke for the hilis when the fight 
commenced and comparatively few of them were 
burt and few brought in. 39 are here, of which 
number 21 are wounded. Had it not been for the 
attack by the Brules an accurate account would 
have been made. but the ravines were not searched 
afterward. I think this shows very little apprehen- 
sion from Big Foot’s band in the future. A party 
of 40 is reported as held by the scouts at the head 
of Mexican Creek. These consist of all sizes, and 
the cavalry from Rosebud will bring them in if it is 
true.” 

These Indians under Big Foot were among the 
most desperate there were. They included 33 of the 
remainder of Sitting Bull's fullowing that joined 
Big Foot on the Cheyenne River, and 30 that broke 
away from Hump’s following when he took his 
band and sitting Bull's [ndians to Fort Bennett, 
making in all nearly 160 warriors. Sefore leaving 
their camps on the Fort Cheyenne River they cut 
up their barness, mutilated their wagons, and 
started South for the Bad Lands, evidently intending 
not tu returp, but to goto war. Troops were placed 
between them and the Bad Lands, and they never 
succeeded in joining the hostiles there. All their 
movements were intercepted, and their severe loss 
at the hands of the 7th Cavalry may bea wholesome 
lesson to the other sioux. MILEs. 

General Schofield, in reply, sent a telegram to 
General Miles saying that be regarded the pews re- 
ceived from him as still encouraging, and express- 
iug the opinion that be (Miles) would be master of 
the situation very soon. He also expressed his 
thanks to the officers and men of the 7th Cavalry 
for the gallant conduct displayed by them. 

The following telegram was received by the sur- 
geon. general the same afternoon: 


PrnE RipGe AGeEnxcy, S. D., Dec. 30. 


I report that during an engagement with Indians 
yesterday, 15 miles from here,and during a desul- 
tory fire on this agency, the following casualties: 
Capt. Wallace, 25 men of the 7th Cavalry, and one 
Indian scout killed. Lieut. Garlington, 7th Cav.; 
Lieut. Hawthorne, 2d Art., and 38 men wounded. 
This includes two men of the 2d luf. Many wounds 
are severe. Hospital Steward Pollock killed. Have 
also about 30 wounded Indians, men, women and 
children.

THE BATTLE OF WOUNDED KNEE. 


Tue surrender of Big Foot was thought to mean 
that the troubles were atan end. In the process of 
disarmament that foliowed the capture a fight oc- 
curred in which Capt. George D. Wallace, of the 7th 
Cavalry, and a soldier were killed, and Capt. Myles 
Moylan, Lieut. Ernest A. Garlington and other sol- 
diers were wounded. A pumber of Indians were 
killed aud wounded. The killed among the troops 
are: 

Wallace, George D, Captain, killed with a toma- 
hawk; Ist Sergt. Coffey, B: lst Sergt. Dyer, A; Ist 
Seret. John F. Frittle, &; Corpl. Bone, 1; Privates

Toe newspaper accounts state that the first bat- 
talion of the 7th Cav., consisting of Troops A, B, | 
and K, under command of Maj. S. M. Whitside, ar- 
rived at Wounded Knee Creek at dark on the eve- 
ning of Dec. 26 for the purpose of intercepting and, 
if possibile, capturing Big Foot’s band of Indians, 
who recently escaped from Col. Sumner ou the 
Cheyenne River. They located the hostiles and oc- 
cupi¢ed a position on a bill commanding their camp. 
Big Foot, who was sick, finally came out in an am- 
bulance with his wife under a flag ef truce. He de- 
nied that he had ever surrendered to Col. Sumner, 
or thet he was even notified by that commander 
that he was toconsider bimself and people as pris- 
overs. The Indians after some parley eurrendered, 
and were formed in double column iu centre of the 
line of troops and escorted to Wounded Knee Creek. 
At8p.M.tbe remaining troops of the 7th arrived 
under the command of Col. Forsyth. The next 
morning Col. Forsyth put a close cordon of troops 
around the warriors, separating them from their 
tepees, and on a bill a short distance away were sta- 
tioned four Hotchkiss guns that commanded the In- 
dian camp. The ludian scuuts under Lieut. Taylor 
stepped into the circle and began the work of dis- 
arming the bostiles. The fact that their own people 
were sent to disarm them apparently greatly an- 
gered the hostiles, and withina few moments the 
shot was fired that opened the bloody engagement. 

Capt. Wallace was entering a tepee in search of 
arms when be was struck on the forehead with an 
indian club in the bands of ap infuriated savege. 
Taken at a disad vantage,the soldier suffered heavily 
from the first fire. The reply was immediate, how- 
ever. The soldiers, maddened at the sight of their 
failing comrades, bardly awaited the command, 
and ina moment the whole front was a sheet of 
fire, before which siogle Indians eould be seen at 
times flying. After the first discharge from the car- 
bines of the troopers there were few of them left. 
They fell on all sides. Indians and soldiers lay to- 
getber, and fought on the ground. Off through the 
draw toward the bluffs the few remaining warriors 
fled, turning occasionally to fire, but now evidently 
varing more for escape than battle. Only the 
wounded Indians from the ground, where they had 
fallen, continued to fire until their ammunition was 
gone or until killed by the soldiers. 

The Gatling and Hotchkies guns, which could not 
at firat be used without endangering the soldiers, 
now began a beavy tire whivh lasted bali an hour, 
with frequent heavy volieys of musketry and can-- 
non. It was a war of extermination now with the 
troopers. It was difficnit to restain the troope. 
Tactics were almost abandoned.”’ 

The Rev. Father Francis M. J. Craft was among 
the killed, having on bim, when he fell, tne silver 
badge emblem of bis rank as chief of the Senecas. 
He was also Chief of the Brule Sioux, having been 
chosen on the death of Spotted Tail. He was de- 
scended from a Seneva Chief, and had great infiu- 
ence with the [ndians. Tie bodies of the dead 
reached Rushville Neb., Dec. 30,and were sent to 
the nearest military post. 

Newspaper reports from Rusbville, Neb., state 
that the 7th and 9th Cavalry were coming iu from 
their bat: lefield, followed at some distance by their 
provision train, when, four miles from the agency, 
a large band of lodians, beaded by Cnief Two- 
Strike, dashed suddenly upon the train, captured 
it, and were muking off toward the Bad Lands, 
when the cavairy wheeled and gave pursuit. Ip 
the battle which followed over 30 [ndians were 
wounded, but no soldiers were killed. 

The 7th Cavairy bad just reached camp after re- 
pulsing this attack, when a courier arrived with 
word that the Catnolic mission on Clay (‘reek was 
on fire,and the teacbers and pupils were being 
massacred. in 20 minutes the weary and hungry 
and almost exbausted cavalry, who bad scarcely 
rested for four days, were once more in motion. 
The Indians, under command of Little Wound and 
Two Strike, were found, to the number of 1,800, 
about a mile beyond the mission. The 7th formed 
a line and began the fighiing, which was carried on 
by only 300 or 400 indians at a time, wbile the great 
mass kept concealed. Gen. Forsyth suspected an 
ambush, and did not let them draw bim into dan- 
gerous ground. 

Col. Henry started one hour later than Forsyth, 
and owing to the exhaustion of bis horses, had to 
travel very slowly. The Seventh became surrounded 
by the redskins, but just as the circle was ready to 
charge, the Ninth broke in upon the rear of the 
hostiles, and they vanished. The weary soldiers 
slowly retreated, reaching the agency atdark. The 
infantry bad been ordered out, but were stopped by 
the sightof the head of the column of vavaliry. 
Six men of the Seventh are reported killed, and 
many wounded. Francis Scheete of Troop G. wus 
one of the killed. Lieut. Mann of “ompany &, 
Seventh Cavalry, was wounded, shot through the 
side. Thefirs sergeant of Company K was also 
wounded. 
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Two Strike, Little Wound, Short Ball and other 
chiefs ran away from the agepoy on Monday night, 
after hearing of the Wounded Knee fight, taking 
with them hundreds of warriors. They also com- 
pelled the old Chief Red Cloud to accompany them 
under threat of death. It is these Indians who loot- 
ed the supply train in the morning, and in the after- 
noon raided the Catholic mission. 

The Indian casualties are reported as 130 killed— 
92 men and the balance women and children—and 
40 wounded. The Lodians claim that 20 made their 
escape. Thirty dead soldiers and officers were buried 
in the Methodist cemetery at Pine Ridge Agency on 
the afternoon of Dec. 31 with military honors. The 
bodies of Capt. Wallace und Capt. Mills were sent 
E.ust for interment. Capt. Mills was found dead in 
bis tent from heart disease. 

All of the wounded are repor(ed to be doing well, 
only two being considered dangerously wounded. 
Private Elliott had bis leg amputated, this being the 
firat amputation. 

Gen. Miles is reported in command at Pine Ridge 
Jan.1. The 2d Infantry and 9th Cavairy were to 
march on New Year’s day uncer Gen. Brooke, Col. 
Henry commanding the cavalry and Col. Frank 
Wheaton theinfantry. They are to take a position 
directly west of the hostile camp, cutting off com- 
munication with Big Horn Mountains. Other troops 
are on the march from the south to assistin sur- 
rounding the hostiles. From Dickinson, 8. D., it was 
report by telegraph Jan. 1 that Major Carroll's 
command of cavalry and the 22d Infaatry left for 
Grand River at dayiight on the lst. The cavalry are 
in need of borses. 

Another troop of cavairy and [ndian scouts lefs 
Ft. Custer Dec. 31; also the entire force under 
Capt. Ward, left Fort Keogh. it iociudes Troops C, 
F, G, H and K, and two companies of the 20th In- 
fantry. They join Lt. Col. Arnold's command, who 
left for Powderville, near the Powder Range Moun- 
tains.

Sat Lake, Utab, Dec. 31.—T wo battalious at Fo: t 
Douglass have been ordered a: to Rushville 
to reinforce the troops there. They consist of four 
companies of the Sixteenth and the Twenty-first 
Infantry, 320 men and 22 officers. 

Although not included in the immediate field of 
Indian operations, the troops of the 8th Cavairy and 
84 (ofantry who have been encamped for the past 
eight months at Oeclrichs, 8. D., on the Cheyenne 
River, near the mouth of the Bella Fourche, have 
done good service in preventing the passage of the 
Pine Ridge Indians to the agencies in Montana. 
Troop A, Capt. A. B. Wells, bas been patroiling the 
region south of the Bad Lands, with his headquar- 
ters at the mouth of French Creek. The troops on 
the Belle Fourche bave had fonr encounters with 
the Indians and a number of the Indians were 
killed and wounded without casualty to the troops.

PINE RIDGE AGENOY, DEC, 27. 


At2p.m., Wednesday, Dec. 24, Col. Henry's bat- 
talion of the 9th Cavalry moved out at the trot to 
the point to intercept a band of Indians who had 
escaped from Sumner’s command. They made a 
night march, with their pack train, and covered. 50 
miles—a pleasant way tospend Christmas eve, and 
the thoughts of many a weary one on the cold 
night's march fied to the ones at home,keeping their 
Christmas in another way. Tbey are now encamped 
in the Bad Lands at Harney Springs, covering the 
sup route of the hostiles, but as [ndians do 
not corral very well, por run into traps set for them, 
it is not thought they will run into anysuch. Toe 
effect upon the [ndians who can see everything 
from their location may be to cause them to think 
the United States mean business, and to govern 
themselves accordingly. 

HARNEY SPRINGS, 8. D., DEC, 26. 


To-day it bas biown a gale, but under our cover 
we bave been protected. With glasses we vould see 
the hostiles yesterday taking down their tepees to 
movein. it would be a good idea to have troops go 
up into this impregnable position and get the lay of 
the land. The scouts say the indjiane were much 
surprised to see op Christmas Day troops within six 
miles of them. A night march of 50 miles was too 
quick work for them. I[n conversation, the scouts 
say the Indians asked what troops they were. Un 
being informed the 9th Cavuiry they saig: “We give 
up; we are afraid of those biack devils.” So this 
rapid movement of troops has settled the matter 
for the present iu “aquick” way. Wa: are hauling 
m wood, preparing for a blizzard, for which we aie 
better protected than those in camp at the agency. 
May the Lord help them in the:r exposed positio: . 
it is oot a matter of wonder why the [nodians dv 
not wish to come into the agency. No wood; no 
grass; no protection. As Americano Eagle said, *[ 
have a ranch 16 miles from here; plenty of wood 
and two good stoves, with milk from my cows, and 
yet I have to come here, freeze and starve.”" After 
they are together, to disarm them will be the first 
step, and those whu object and flee—io the ian- 
guage of the soldier—lick ‘em. SIovux. =

MASSACHUSETTS. 


PURSUANT to orders, a Board of Officers convened at the 
State House Saturday, Dec. 27, at 2 o’clock, for the purpose 
of considering what, if anything, can be aone to reorganize 
the companies of infantry regiments t vetter advan’ 
for military purposes and an increase of efficiency. The de- 
tail tor the Board was: Gen. Peach, Gen. Bridges, Col. 
Strachan, 9th Iof.; Col. Bancroft, 5th Inf.; Col. Mathews, 
Ist Inf.; Col. Clark, 2d Inf.; Col. Parsons, 61h Inf.; Col. 
Mills, 8th Inf. 

The order directs the Board to ussemble from day to day 
as its members may deem best, and requires them to band 
in their report, with recommendations, before Feb. 1, 1891. 

}. E. E. Currier, Asst. Insp..Gen., bas rendered a very 
interesting report on the annual fail field day of the Ist 
Regiment, Col. Mathews, at New ford, from which we 
make the following extracts: Tbe companies reported 
promptly at the Old Colony Depot, Boston, entered the cars 
ussigned them in a very creditable manner, and remained 
there during the journey to and trom New Bedford. Botb 
officers and men presented an excelient appearance, equip- 
ments in gooc order; overcoats well rolied. The discipline 
througbout the entire tour of duty was excclient and wor- 
tby of the highest commendation; no straggling or any be- 
havior that would reflect discredit upon the regiment. 

After giving a full and interesting description of the ad- 
vance on the town andthe sham fight, Col. Currier says 
that it was well planned and well conducted, and reflected 
Credit upon all engaged therein. A good knowledge of 
skirmish drill wasshown. Officers and nen were cool, and 
but little confusion being apparent, the men being under 
— control, and ail seeming to know what they were 
about. 

At the conclusion of the sham fight the men were given a 
short rest, when they formed for a review tendered to 
Mayor Clifford of New Beatord, After this came dress 
parade. Both of these ceremonies were performed by the 
regiment in its usual creditable manner. 

At 5p. M. the regiment left the field for the depot. Ar- 

rived there at 5.40 after a jong and fatiguing march througn 
the main streets of New Bedford. At 545 Pp. M. the com- 
mand was in the cars ready to move, but did not leave until 
6.20 p.m. Arrivedin Boston at 810P.M. A large number 
of spectators were present to witness the drill and the march 
through the streets. 
4 Quartermaster’s duties—The lunch tor the regiment was 
provided by the citizens of New Bedford, but owing to want 
of system in its distribution, some of the men were com- 
pelled to go without. This should nor have occurred, and, 
in connection with this, would state that regimental! quar- 
termasters shuuld understand that it is their duty to see that 
the men are fed and cared for, should give their personal 
attention to details,and attend tothbeir proper execution. 
To enable them to do this, they should be excused from all 
parades, ceremonies and field work. They should also see 
tbat the cars for the transportatien of the command are 
prepared in a proper manner, such as being properly carded, 
water placed in them, and where acar is assixned to each 
company, should use care to prevent asmall car being as- 
signed to a large company. ? 

One casualty occurred, a member of Co. M being injured 
by the premature discharge of his rifle while attempting to 
force a cartridge from it by the use of bisramrod. Ila con- 
versation with bim, a:certained he had but very little know- 
ledge of bis rifle, owing to want of iastruction, and bis 
ignorance was the cause of his accident. 

In connection with this it seemed to me as if this was an 
Opportunity for the inspector of rifle practice to broaden 
his duties, or in fact take the first step towards making 
marksmen of the enlisted men, i. ¢., teach them what a rifle 
is. its different parts and what to do in cases similar to the 
mishap which occurred to the member of Co, M. Tbis could 
be done by the inspectors when visiting the different com- 
panies or by means ot acircular. Whatever may be done, 
I think it should be and be made part of the inspector’s 
duties. 

Signal Corps—A detachment of the Ist Brigade signal 
corps, consisting of a sergeant and two men, reported tor 
duty, but were deficient in equipment, baving but one sig- 
ralftiag. But the sergeant managed to improvise one. I 
could pot observe that the detachment were of any particu- 
lar use,and consider the amount expended for their pay 
and transportation was wasted, Personalgjappearance and 
behavior of men, good. 

Ambulance Corps—A sergeant and three men of the Ist 
Brigade Ambulance Corps reported to Col. Matthews and 
did most excellent service. When tbe accident happened to 
the member of Co. F, lst Regiment, Dr. Dearing and mem- 
bers of the ambulance corps assigned to him, were promptly 
on band aod gave immediate relief, thus proving the prac- 
tical utility of the corps.

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 


Brig.GEN. ORDWAY has issued an outline of a proposed 
eourse of instruction for officers of the District of Columbia 
Nationa! Guard in their duties in field service. It a 
to convey the instruction by a course of lectures sed on 
the assumption that the President bas called out the wilitia 
tor three months’ service, to hold the defensive until armies 
can be raised ; und, by tollowing out their sup move- 
ments from the time the orders of the President are received 
until the expiration of their term of service, to embrace in 
the lecture every duty of subordinate officers in the field. 
It is not proposed to discuss the art of war, but to confine 
the lectures to instruction in knowledge that a subordinate 
militia officer should possess, and ip duties that he should be 
prepured to perform in an emergency. The lectures, there- + 
fore, must Omit mucn that might be looked for in an ordin- 
ary protessional text book, but they will be given with the 
purpose of affording practical instruction to all officers, aud 
in the hope of interesting a few to seek for such turtber ia- 
struction as would be essential to them io higter positions 
or in service beyond tbe time tbut military operations would 
be entrusted to the Qilitia.

Duties of ottigers On receiving orders tor service. Require- 
ments of law relutive to men obeying orders calling them 
into service. Ciothing und equipment necessary for a com- 
pany; What each soldier should be aliowed to carry, and 
necessity of inspection before embarkiog to prevent them 
from overloading themselves ; outfitand baggage that offi- 
cers should provide for tbemseives.

It is easy to understand why aman charged with 
a crime sbould be imprisoned, but it is not 80 easy 
to understand why a soldier who has failed to an- 
swer aroll call, or forgotten to blacken his shoes, 
rhould be locked up under guard to await the in- 
fliction of bis dollar fine. If I am correct, and there 
is no law requiring that soldiers charged with minor 
offences shall be confined until tried by court-mar- 
tial, why cannot the powers that be direct that sol- 
diers charged with minor offences shall, if fit for 
ony, remain on duty until tried by court-martial. 

This would keep many a man away from the 
guardhouse and its contaminating influences for- 
— aod thereby benefit the Army through the 
soldier. ;
